The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Regarding Claim 2, the invention as claimed, specifically in combination with MOS 
transistors with a logarithmic output characteristic in a weak inverse state, with a voltage 
switching-over circuit for changing a drain voltage of each of said MOS type transistors for each 
of said pixels to a value lower than a normal value for a specified time to remove a charge 
accumulated in a parasitic capacitance to initialize the sensor circuit, is not disclosed or made 
obvious by the prior art of record. 

Regarding Claim 3, the invention as claimed, specifically in combination with MOS 
transistors with a logarithmic output characteristic in a weak inverse state, with a voltage 
switching-over circuit for changing a drain voltage of each of said MOS type transistors for each 
of said pixels to a value lower than a normal value for a specified time to remove a charge 
accumulated in a parasitic capacitance with initialization of respective sensor circuits conducted 
in which the respective pixel line selecting signal is at a low level, is not disclosed or made 
obvious by the prior art of record.
